“On Thursday low clouds and poor 
vistbitity impeded work in he air, but 
our machines took advantage of spells 
of clearer weather to make observa- 
tions for artillery fire and carry out 
numerous patrols, and reconnaiscences 
Nine tons of bombs were dropped by 
us on the Zeebrugge mole, on the 
Armenticres and Comines stations |" 
and on targets in the French battle | 
area. 

“Ten hostile aeroplanes were de- 
stroyed during the day and two were 
driven down out of control. In addi- 
tion, a German balloon .was brought 
down in flames. We lost five ma- 
chines, a heavy mist prevented flying
